Second Blaze in Three 
Days Deliberately Set, 
Patrol Chief Says— 
Troopers Question In- 
mates.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 26— 
The second fire in three days 
broke out today in the women’s 
state prison, one-half mile east 
of the riot-torn men’s peniten- 
tiary. 

Superintendent Hugh H. Wag- 
goner of the State Highway Pa- 
trol said the blaze, quickly. ex- 
tinguished, was deliberately set, 
apparently by inmates. 

“We're going to make an im- 
mediate investigation and ar- 
rest those we find did it,” Wag- 
goner told reporters. “We'll 
charge them with arson and put 
them in the Cole county jail.” 

Starts in Sewing Room. 

The fire started in four or 
five separate places in the sew- 
ing room in the basement of An 
old, two-story brick building, 
which also houses a_ kitchen, 
canning room and some offices. 

Only a minute or two before 
the blaze was discovered, a high- 
way patrolman had checked the 
room and found all doors locked. 
None of the 79 women inmates 
was supposed to be in the sewing 
room at the time.

Hermann Field Is in Sanatorium 
In Poland, Washington Is Notified 


Tells Ambassador He Wishes to Remain

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (AP) 
—The State Department was ad- 
vised today that Hermann Field 
is in a sanatorium in Poland and 
has informed United States Am- 


bassador Joseph Flack that he 
wishes to rest there for the 
immediate future in order to re- 
gain his health. Flack visited 
Field yesterday. 

The Polish government an- 
nounced yesterday it had freed 
the Cleveland architect from 
prison. He is one of four mem- 
bers of the Field family who 
disappeared mysteriously one 
after another in Eastern Europe 
some five years ago. 

On Sept. 28, Jozef Swiatlo, 
one-time Polish secret police of- | 
ficer who defected to the West, 
told a news conference here that 
Hermann Field had been seized 
by Polish authorities and was 
held in prison. 

Warsaw's announcement of 
Field’s release said an investi- 
gation had shown he was the 
victim of a “frame-up by an 
American agent.” It named '! 
Swiatlo as the agent.

1949 when Noel Field, Her- 
mann’s brother, was seized by 
the Communists in Prague, 


| Czechoslovakia, as a spy. Four 


months later, Noel’s wife, Her- 
ta, left for Prague to look for 
him. She disappeared. 

In August 1949, Hermann 
went to Warsaw to seek news of 
his brother and sister-in-law. He 
boarded a plane in Warsaw, 
bound for Prague, and van- 
ished. 

The following year, Noel’s 
adopted daughter set out to 


search for her relatives. She 
disappeared in Berlin. 
Swiatlo believes Noel Field 


and his wife, last reported held 
in Budapest, probably are dead. 
The Fields’ adopted daughter, 
Mrs. Erica Glaser Wallach, is 
believed a prisoner in a labor 
camp at Vorkuta, in Russia’g far 
north.

Hermann Field’s wife, Kate, 
and their two sons, Hugh, 11 
years old, and Alan, 9, now live 
in London.

As ta.stages, Moscow aban- 
doned demand for immediate 
abolition of nuclear weapons as 
a prerequisite for any disarma- 
ment negotiation. Vishinsky 
pointed out he had accepted 
British-French provisions for the 
first step—reduction of armed

This was a clear effort to offset 
demands in France and Ger- 
many for East-West talks before 
the agreements ére ratified.

Thus, for almost a generation, 
tragedy and happiness—waste 
and plenty—foxholes and jobs— 
have been tightly joined in peo-| 
ple’s minds. Many came to be- | 
lieve that these had to live the | 
gether or not at all—that, with- 
out war, without the mountain- | 
ous demands of the battlefield, | 
modern. industrial America | 
would always overproduce, forc- 
ing unemployment and a down- 
ward economic spiral, ultimate- 
ly cascading all of us into the 
terrible pit of depression. 

As war year succeeded war 
year, this attitude toward our 
nation’s economy exacted a 
heavy toll.

Donnelly, Penitentiary Officials Say Low 
Appropriations Have Resulted in Insuf- 
ficiency’ of Guards, Inmate Idleness, 
Poorly Prepared Food.

Inadequate appropriations 
voted by a feuding, politically 
divided Senate and House have 
resulted in an insufficient staff 
of guards, idleness of the prison 
population and poorly prepared 
a these men told the Post- 

ispatch. 


Survey Group to Be Named. 

Gov. Donnelly was expected 
to complete this week appoint- 
ment of a prison survey com- 
mission which will make a 
study of the prison’s operations, 
personnel, finances and other 
factors which have contributed 
to four outbreaks in a little 
more than a month. They have 
resulted in the death of five 
convicts, injury or wounding of 
67 other inmates and damage 
to prison buildings estimated as 
high as $3,000,000. 

The commission, which will 
be asked to complete its work 
as quickly as possible, will sub- 
mit recommendations. The’ Gov- 
ernor will ask the Legislature 
to act on the findings. 

The state has been unable to 
hire a young, well-trained guard 
force, Gov. Donnelly said, be- 
cause the Legislature rejected 
his special request for $39,345 to 
enable the prison to meet merit 
system requirements for pay of 
prison guards. 

‘We are tied to the merit sys- 
tem and yet don’t have the 
money to finance it properly,” 
the Governor said. “‘As a result 
27 of the 240 guards are over 
70 years old. Forty-four are be- 
tween 60 and 69. : 
Well-Trained Guards Needed. 

“What we need is an active, 
aggressive, well-trained guard 
force, paid adequate — salaries 
from an adequate appropriation.” 

The merit system fixes a slid- 
ing schedule of pay for prison 
guards, starting at $154 a month 
and ranging up to $206. Due to 
lack of funds the prison 
been paying less than the fixed 
scale. More than: half of the 
230 guards—which is short of 
the 240 maximum—are receiving |

facilities for the prison school, 
destroyed by fire the night of 
Sept. 22. The school had a 
staff of about 40, including 
convict instructors, 

(5) Construction of a maxi- 
mum security cell block or 
separate prison, either within 
the present penitentiary walls 
or elsewhere, for confinement 
of “hard-boiled” convicts. 

(6) Reliet of overcrowding. 
The penitentiary, with a pres- 
ent total of 3332 convicts; is 
overcrowded 10 to 15 per 
cent. Of this number, 2601 
are inside the prison walls and 
the others are assigned to 
prison farms, the women’s 
prison, the outside cell block 
and other points.

F and G, 
with single cells for prisoners. 

The other cell blocks have cells 
housing from two to eight con- 
victs. 


Preparation of Food. 


The bulk of the protests by 
convicts concerning food served 
in the three prison dining rooms, 
Eidson said, concerned the meth- 
od of preparation of the food 
rather than the amount or qual- 
ity. A single central kitchen 
prepares the food in large unit 
quantities and it is distributed 
to the three dining rooms. 

Frequent complaints have been 
made that some of it is cold 
when it reaches the dining rooms 
in thermos tank containers. 

The prison has no dietitian, 
but efforts are being made to 
obtain one, the warden said, if 
funds are available to pay him 
and the necessary changes are 
made in merit system regulations 
to authorize the appointment. 

Taking up the idleness factor, 
the warden said prison indus- 
trial and classification records 
showed that only about 52 per 
cent of the 3232 convicts were 
engaged in work or duty in the 
prison and on farms before the 
Sept. 22 riot. 

The remaining convicts had to 
spend most of their time in cells 
except for mealtime and recrea- 
tion periods. 

Work assignments, aside from 
industrial shops and farms, in- 
cluded jobs in the saw mill, hos- 
pital, kitchens and school, cell 
| block tenders, yard men, porters, 
runners, drivers, labor details 
and odd jobs.

Attack Stirs Up Row. 


Donnelly’s attack on the merit 
system brought a prompt reply 
from the Republican State Com- 
mittee charging the Governor 
with “an inordinate lust for 
power.” The political row has | 
cropped up at intervals in the 
current election campaign. 

The Republican’ controlled 
House of the Legislature, which 
feuded with Donnelly in the 1953 
regular and the 1953 and 1954 
special sessions, launched an in- 
vestigation in 1953 into the De- 
partment of Revenue, controlled 
by Donnelly, and included White- 
cotton’s administration of the 
prison. 

But the Republican controlled 
investigating committee did not 
file a report at the close of the 
1953 regular session. 

The feud has carried on with 
exchanges of politically flavored 
blasts between Donnelly and Re- 
publican House leaders after the 
Sept. 22 riot, on the question 
whether adequate prison funds 
had been provided. 


Budget for Prison. 


The prison budget for the 
1953-1955 biennial period in- 
cluded the $2,375,000 appropri- 
ation in the regular session for 
personal service and operations, 
$781,000 for operations, to be 
paid from earnings; $3,499,640 
for the prison industries (which 
could be ‘expended only if 
earned) and an additional $500,- 
000 voted in the 1954 special 
session for operations.

These shops in former years 
provided a source of revenue for 
the prison, sometimes under di- 
rection of private contractors. 
They have lost business in re- 
cent years, however, because of 
federal acts barring interstate 
shipment of prison-made goods 
and because of opposition by 
union labor to sale of such prod- 
ucts in open markets. 

The net operating result of the 
industrial shop operations for 
the fiscal year ending last June 
30 was a net loss of $6924, it was 
said, although the automobile li- 
cense plate plant showed a book 
profit of $124,562. Net earnings 
on four other shops varied from 
$240 to $3571. 

Losses in four other shops, 
varying from $10,678 in work- 
men’s clothing to $81,522 in the 
twine plant, the latter resulting 
in part from inventory adjust- 
ments, offset earnings in the 
profitable shops. 

Men engaged in productive 
work and certain job assign- 
ments. are paid small amounts 
called a “tip,” varying up to 
$2 a month. Total sales of 
prison industries in the last 
fiscal year totaled $912,215. The 
state paid $58,811, for labor. 

Prison School. 

The prison, before the Sept. 
22 riot, had one large building 
devoted to the prison school and 
some shop instruction.' The 
school provided education equiv- 
alent to the first eight grades of 
public schools, for those desiring 
to enter the classes, Eidson said. 

The school had no provision 
for trade training, it was said, 
except radio and television in- 
stallation because instructors 
and equipment were not avail- 
able. 

The needs of the prison have 
been made known to the Legis- 
lature, which is Democrat- 
controlled in the Senate and 
Republican-controlled in the 
House, but $981,000 was cut 
from the general revenue ap- 
propriations -recommended by 
Donnelly to the 1953 regular 
session and the 1954 special ses- 
sion. . 

This was for operation of the 
prison during the two fiscal 
years beginning July 1, 1953, 
and ending next June 30. 

In the 1953 regular legislative 
session Donnelly asked the leg- 
islators to provide $2,875,000 
from general revenue funds for 
the prison but this was cut to 
$2,375,000, a slash of $500,000. 
In the 1954 special session he 
asked for an additional $95,000 
in such funds to enable the 
prison to meets its requirements, 


except 
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earned by the prison before they 
may be expended. 

The Governor was optimistic 
concerning the proposed sur- 
vey of the prison to correct any 
situations arising from lack of 
funds heretofore. 

“I think anything can be cor- 
rected by a proper survey,” 
Donnelly said, “and passage of 
any needed legislation.” 


OCTOBER IS THIRD 
MONTH WITH MORE 
RAIN THAN USUAL 


Rainfall in St. Louis during 
the last 30 hours has totaled 
1.13 inches to make October the 
third month in a row. in which 
the fall has exceeded the nor- 
mal, Meteorologist Harry F. 
Wahlgren said today. 

The rains, which are expected 
to continue today and tomorrow, 
have brought the total measure- 
ment at the downtown weather 
bureau so far this month to 3.59 
inches compared with a normal 
of 2.90 inches for the entire 
month, Wahlgren said. August 
and September are the only oth- 
er months since March 1953 in 
which rainfall has exceeded the 
monthly average. 

Total rainfall in St. Louis to 
date is 26.17 inches compared 
with a normal of 32.26 inches. 
The rain last night was general 
throughout the area, measuring 
.51 inches at Lambert St. Louis 
Field, 1.16 in Webster Groves 
and .78 in University City. 

Many areas of southwestern 
Missouri received more than two 
inches of rain last night with 
the state’s high of 3.32 inches 
recorded at Lamar. 


SWITCH ENGINE KILLS MAN

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Political Parties 


in Turkey 


Similar to American System 


Rooseveltian Prime Minister Menderes Now 
in Second Term—‘Democrats’ Ins, 
‘Republicans’ Outs.

ANKARA, Oct. 26 — Turks 
and Americans are oddly alike, 
even in politics. 

Turkey has a two-party sys- 
tem with a common anti-Com- 
munist foreign policy. The par- 
ties are called “Democrats,” the 
present ins, and “Republicans,” 
the present outs. Turkey is 
about where the United States 
was in the thirties, with Prime 
Minister Adnan Menderes a gift- 
ed back-slapping Roosevelt who 
has just succeedd himself for a 
second four-year term. 

Legally, the Repuplicans could 
throw out Menderes, but they 
have not seats enough in Parlia- 
ment to worry him. Although 
winning one-third of the people’s 
votes, the Republicans were able 
to get only 31 seats in Turkey’s 
Congress. The Democrats have 
503 seats. And there is not even 
a third term tradition to block 
the popular 55-year-old Men- 
deres in 1958. 

Democrats in Power. 

Here are a few ways the 
Democrats and Republicans re- 
semble their American opposite 
numbers as they looked under 
Franklin D. Roosevelt: 

The Democrats are overwhelm- 
ingly in power on a platform of 
full employment, heavy govern- 
mental borrowing and spending, 
limitless industrial expansion 
and indefinite debt. 

The Republicans, with a fee- 
ble tut-tut program of stop-that- 
spending, are disorganized out- 
siders, trying to preach economy 
to a people hungry for consum- 
er goods and indifferent to in- 
flation. 

In Turkey the Democrats sub- 
sidize the farmer from wheat to 
raisins, from tobacco to hazel- 
nuts. The normally conservative 
farm vote—85 per cent of the 
country—might like to go “safe- 


ly Republican,” but it mistrusts 
the Republicans’ sound-money 
talk. 

The Republicans, too, are 
ready enough to lure the farm- 
ers, but they cannot find a 
nice non-Democratic way to say 
so. 


Old Ismet Inonu, a hard-col- 
lar figure as honest as Herbert 
Hoover, and equally embarrass- 
ing to the youhg Republicans is 
the party chief. After an army 
career comparable to Hoover's 
engineering years, Inonu coast- 
ed into office as righthand man 
to the mighty Ataturk, He to- 
bogganed out again four years 
ago in an avalanche of Roose- 
veltian liberalism led by Men- 
deres and the genial figurehead 
President Celal Bayar. 


As leaders the Democrats are 
behaving in. ways strangely 
familiar to Americans. Men- 
deres, like Roosevelt a country 
squire rich in inherited proper- 
ty, has begun to fill judgeships 
as Roosevelt did with the Su- 
preme Court. Menderes has 
gone farther than Roosevelt to- 
ward stifling a hostile press; 23 
Turkish newspapermen, nearly 
all Republicans, are under 
charge or in jail, mostly for 
“harmful” opposition or just 
plain abuse. 

A state in central Turkey 
called Kirsehir was bold enough 
to vote for a third party. The 
Democrats dismembered it, 
picked up its capital, and threw 
it as prize to a new state, gerry- 
mandered for the purpose. 

The Democrats are a low tariff 
party, cheered on by the farm- 
ers and a business community 
more intent on trade than pro- 
duction. The Republicans warn 
against the bleeding flow of gold, 
but the Democrats borrow them- 
‘elves out of every fix.

Italians, Poles and Jews, but the 
Democrats in Turkey have a 
special Tammany operation. 
Their largest prize is Istanbul, 
Turkey's cosmopolitan trading 
capital, where they win the 
Greeks, the Jews, the Ar- 
menians, and the refugee Turks 
from the Balkans. 

By slapping a stiff tax called 
“varlik” on the prosperous Jews 
and Greeks, the Republicans left 
themselves wide open to the 
bold, wily Menderes. Their blun- 
der enriched the Democratic 
campaign chest. 

Reds Negligible. 

In Turkey, as in the United 
States, the Communist party is 
negligibile. Its leaders, directed 
from Paris, are jailed on charges 
of conspiracy, or shadowed for 
clues to Soviet espionage. 

Turkey’s Democrats are as in- 
ternationalist as Roosevelt and 
Adlai Stevenson. The Repub- 
licans are relatively sluggish and 
unimaginative, waiting for the 
foreigner to come to their door 
to trade. 

The Republicans are the con- 
servatives in Turkey, too, but it 


is an odd kind of conservatism. 
They lean toward the “old or- 
der” in Turkey, which is not 
free.enterprise as in the United 
States, but socialism. In 27 
years in office the Republicans 
left Turkey with a chain of ail- 
ing state factories for sale and 
a strong case of disillusionment. 

These Socialist bourbons are 


trying vainly to preach govern- 
mental enterprise, their way, to 
a deaf public, in an economy 
bursting with private plungers 
and inflationist prosperity. 
Unlike the United States par- 
ties, both here proudly claim 
credit: “We brought Turkey into 
the Korean war.” For a minor

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Text of Secretary Dulles's 
Report on Paris at First 


Televised Cabinet Meeting 


‘History Will Not Soon Forget Results 
Which Came About,’ He Believes — 
‘Program ... Going to Protect Russia 


as Much as Anybody Else.’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 26 (AP) 


Following is the tect, as transcribed by the Associated Press, 
of last night’s presidential cabinet meeting in the White House: 


P RESIDENT EISENHOWER: 


Ladies and gentlemen, I asked 


you to come here this evening so that we could immediately 
hear a first-hand report from the Secretary of State regarding 
the negotiations that have just been going on in Europe :and the 


outcome of these negotiations. 


I think it is extremely important that all of us have a clear 
understanding of what was accomplished and the circumstances 
under which it was done and what it will probably mean. Having 
determined upon this, when request was made to me that we open 
this meeting to the television companies, the radio companies, and 
the newsreels, it suddenly occurred to me that there is one sub- 


ject, a very special one, about 


which to talk and in which the 


American people, all of them, without regard to race or party or 


creed or color will want to hear. 
having this meeting of the Cabinet open. 


Dulles. 

SECRETARY DULLES: Mr. 
President, I certainly appreciate 
this chance to make an early 
report to you and my Cabinet 
colleagues and the American 
people about the events which 
culminated in Paris last Satur- 
day, the day before yesterday. 
I believe that the importance of 
these events justified their im- 
mediate consideration by the 
American nation. 

I realize how difficult it is 
when you are right in the 
midst of things te make a 
sound judgment, but it is my 
honest opinion that history 
will not soon forget the re- 
sults which came about, cul- 
minated in Paris last Satur- 
day. 

At the beginning of Septem- 
ber things looked pretty dark. 
The plan for the European De- 
fense Community had collapsed 


and it looked as though the 
whole North Atlantic treaty 
structure, its whole system 


might be undermined and even 
swept away by the political de- 
cisions and uncertainties; and 
this shattering blow in Europe 
came just at a moment when we 
had not yet completed our long 
conceived project for unity in 
Southeast Asia. 
We had a plan for a confer- 


ence, as you will recall, to be. 
held in Manila early in Sep-} 


temper, but that conference had 
not yet been held. 

The first big decision we had 
to take, if you will recall, was 
whether or not to go ahead with 
this Manila project for the 
Southeast Asia treaty or whether 
to drop everything and rush 
over to Europe to try to deal 
with the situation. We all felt 
that we ought to go ahead with 
this Southeast Asia plan. I am 
sure that our Asian allies would 
have understandably felt very 
sensitive, very much hurt if we 
had, as soon as trouble arose in 
Europe, dropped all our plans 
for consultation with them, 

Manila Conference. : 

So we went ahead on the Ma- 
nila conference and you will re- 
call it was held between the 
seventh and ninth of September, 
and out of that came the South- 
east Asia treaty and the Pacific 
charter whereby the members 
of that conference, the Asian 
and European, Western nations, 
joined in proclaiming their de- 
termination to have peace, se- 
curity, independence and free- 
dom for the nations of Scuth- 
east Asia. 

When that phase of our policy 
had been completed, then I felt 
free to go to Europe to make a 
first-hand study there of the sit- 
uation which had _ resulted 
through the untimely death of 
the European Defense Commu- 
nity treaty. And I was fortunate- 
ly in a position to go there with 
considerable authority behind 
me, because not only did we 
have it in an executive position 
but we also had a position which 
had been approved by the United 
States Senate by a unanimous 
non-partisan yote. It was a very 
extraordinary demonstration of 
co-operation and non-partisan 
action on the part of the Senate. 

You will recall the Senate be- 
fore it recessed last August 
unanimously passed this resolu- 
tion which had called upon you 
to the extent of your powers, if 
the European Defense Commu- 
nity treaty failed, to proceed to 
try to restore sovereignty to 
Germany and to arrange for the 
contribution of Germany to the 
maintenance of international 
peace and security. 

With this backing and with 
your guidance, I made a quick 
trip to Europe. I went first to 
Bonn where I talked to Chancel- 
lor Adenauer. I wanted to get 
his views, because he has all 
along been a stout, stalwart ad- 
vocate of European unity. By 
the way, you know he will be 
here the day after tomorrow, 
and I know he will receive here 
the welcome which American 
people ought to pay to a great 
statesman such as he is. 

Then after this day in Bonn, 
I went to London where I talked 
with Sir Winston Churchill and 
Mr. Eden. I guess I should say 
Sir Anthony Eden. But it is so 
recent that I forget it. He was 
just in with great vigor and 
imagination to pick up the 
pieces that were left scattered 
by the untimely death of the 
European Defense Community 
treaty. 

Important Decision. 

At that point we had to take 
another important decision of a 

rocedural character which was 

go right ahead with the Euro- 
pean conferences, or to delay so 
as to allow the United Nations 
General Assembly to get going. 
It was about to meet, and while 
it had been suggested that we 
should go right ahead in Euro 
without regard to the United Na- 
tion’s Assembly, we felt and con- 
cluded that we ought not to have 


So for this one time we are 
Secretary of State 


a meeting in Europe which 
would compete with and distract 
attention from this opening of 
the United Nations Assembly. So 
we arranged with Mr. Eden that 
the European conference would 
not be called until after the 
General Assembly had been in 
session for about a week, and 
that enabled me to get back here 
to appear in the so-called open- 
ing debate of the General As- 
sembly. 

I had the chance at that time 
to develop further, Mr. Presi- 
dent, your plan for the dedica- 
tion of atomic energy to an in- 
ternational agency for construc- 
tive purposes. That is— 

MR. LODGE: Perhaps I could 
interrupt to say that your plan 
for the peaceful uses of atomic 
energy was .regarded by most 
people in the United Nations as 
the greatest single proposal for 
the well-being of humanity, and 
that I hope steps will be taken 
at this session to promote it and 
give it effect... 

DULLES: It is well worth 
while to have gotten that project 
under way at this Assembly, and 
I think that the delay ‘that oc- 
curred between the first of Sep- 
tember and the 29th of Septem- 
ber was by no means wasted as 
far as Europe was concerned, be- 
cause it gave time to pick up the 
pleces after EDC collapsed. 

Then on September 28th, we 
did have this meeting in Paris of 
the nine foreign ministers, the 
representatives of six countries 
which had been expected to form 
the European Defense Com- 
munity, that is: France, Germany 
and Italy, Belgium, Netherlands 
and Luxembourg, and in addition 
there was the United Kingdom 
and Canada and the United 
States. 


Momentous Gathering. 

We met gathered around a 
table much like this. We all had 
the feeling that our gathering 
was going to be momentous 
from the standpoint of history. 
The critical days of the confer- 
ence came on Wednesday when 
the United Kingdom and I for 
the United States made a state- 
ment of our positions. 

I was the first to speak, and 
I pointed out to our colleagues 
the history of United States ac- 
tion in relation to Europe, both 
our positive action and our neg- 
ative action, and I said when- 
ever Europe was really working 
to get together in unity and 
strength, then American help 
was being given, and we were 
generous in what we did: But, 
I said, that when Europe goes 
in the other direction, tends to 
be derisive and quarrelsome and 
creates the recurrent cycle of 
war, then we pull away. 

- And I said at the moment 
there is a great wave of dis- 
illusionment that has swept all 
over the United States. 

But I said if it is possible to 
find a new pattern of unity and 
strength so that the hopes which 
we had all placed in this Euro- 
pean Defense Community could 
honorably and honestly be 
transferred to a new organiza- 
tion, then, I said, I would rec- 
ommend to you, Mr. President, 
that you would renew the same 
Statement of policy which you 
had made in rejation to the Eu- 
ropean Defense Community, 
namely, under those circum- 
stances that we would continue 
to bear a fair share of the bur- 
den of the defense of Europe as 
long as the danger persisted. 

And I concluded by saying, I 
believe if you will do that and 
come together for.strength, then 
you will continue to find that 
the American flag will fly be- 
side yours in Europe. 

And then, Mr. Eden followed 
with a very generous tribute to 
the help that the United States 
had given, and he went on to 
make a historic commitment. He 
said that the United Kingdom 
was prepared to join the conti- 
nental countries not only to cre- 
ate a Council of Western Euro- 
pean Union but also that he was 
prepared to commit to the con- 
tinent of Europe the four Brit- 
ish divisions that are now there 
plus a tactical air force on the 
understanding that they could 
be removed, as against the op- 
position of the Brussels council 
on European Union. 

Of course, that declaration, 
as you know, marked a very 
momentous change in British 
foreign policy. For a century 
or more the British have al- 
ways avoided any fixed con- 
tinental commitment. They 
have given primacy to their 
Commonwealth policy. The ef- 
fect of these two statements 
by the United States and by 
the United Kingdom was very 
profound, and it led to a very 
immediate response.

ECRETARY OF STATE JOHN FOSTER DULLES proved a 
smash hit in last night’s White House production billed as the

Leading the procession into 
the room were three non-cabinet 
officers Arthur S. Flemming, 
director of the Office of Defense 
Mobilization; Rowland Hughes, 
director of the budget, and Philip 
Young, chairman of the Civil 
Service Commission. Postmaster 
General Arthur E. Summerfield 
and other Cabinet officers fol- 
lowed.

It has been called to my attention

Such is not the case. Naturally, 
Our state judges must be guided by 
the law. They do not make the law. 
Undoubtedly, they are as disturbed by 
the Carl Hunt situation as “Dis- 
gusted Juror’ whose previously ex- 
pressed public sentiments prompted 
my original letter. 

In. my opinion, Missouri's approach 
to this matter of letting convicted 
felons out on bond pending appeal 
is unrealistic. A first-time “situation 
offender,’ like a husband who com- 
mits homicide in a fit of jealousy and 
is sentenced to life imprisonment, is 
not entitled to be admitted to bond. 
Yet he is by no means the menace to 
the community as a notorious, re- 
peatediv-convicted thief and “fence” 
who will have little to lose if he com- 
mits further crimes in order to pay 
for his appeal bond. and the ex- 
penses of his appeal.

President Eisenhower's economic speech Mon- 
day night was important for much more than 
the dramatic presentation of expedited statistics 
showing a decline in unemployment this month, 
It was important for its dedication to the propo- 
sition that the Government should intervene 
actively to sustain a high level of employment 
and economic activity. 

The President's report that unemployment has 
dropped below 3,000,000 for the first time this 
vear is most welcome. The unemployed and 
.the part-time employed will know whether their 
affairs have improved as much as the statistics 
have. But the important thing was Mr. Eisen- 
hower's definition of economic policy. 


“Government must use its full powers to pro- 
tect its citizens from depression, unemployment 
and economic distress,’ he said. He then went 
on to detail what his Administration had done 
in that regard: Reduced taxes, used government 
powers over money and credit, expanded social 
security, extended unemployment insurance, en- 
acted housing legislation and farm price supports. 


Assuming that the President means what he 
says, there is no basic difference between his 
philosophy and that of some of his critics who: 
have been urging more active Government ef- 
forts to end the recession. Their difference is 
one of judgment as to the degree of effort 
necessary. 

The President contends that what has already 
been done is enough, and this month's drop in 
unemployment, if confirmed by later figures, 
would seem to bear him out. His critics con- 
tend that more action is necessary, and if future 
developments bear them out, the President would 
seem to be committed to step up the pump 
priming. 

The difficulty is that while the President 
adopts apparently without reservation the New 
Deal philosophy of compensatory economic pol- 
icy, some powerful members of his Administra- 
tion do not. Only last week Secretary of the 
Treasury Humphrey, who is the chief architect 
of Administration economic doctrine, declared 
that “the Government’s policies during all the 
"30s were wrong and worked badly.” These are 
the same policies which the President Monday 
night embraced. 
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The Briton Takes His Coffee 


After 250 years, Londoners have rediscovered 
coffee, thanks to a coffee-maker that makes it 
strong. The espresso machine, an ltalian device, 
is by no means new, but it is new to the British. 
It forces boiling water under pressure through 
pulverized grounds (as do some of our American 
coffee-makers). But here is the unique feature: 
It brews one cup of coffee at a time, yet will 
turn out about 32 cups a minute! 

The coffee that results is rich, strong, ‘black 
and sirupy. Londoners who had heen thinking 
that coffee was like tea, only not as good-tasting, 
are consequently finding out that coffee is not 
like tea at all. This bears out our contention that 
non-coffee-lovers will quickly become coffee-lov- 
ers if they only get a chance to taste a little 
coffee, instead of the coffee-flavored water that 
too often passes for it.

What Kind of Team Play This? 


The voters of Missouri's Sixth Congressional 
District in the northwest section of the state 
have a right to be puzzled about Republican 
Representative William C. Cole’s relationship to 
the Eisenhower Administration. 

Mr. Cole is seeking re-election as a backer of 
President Eisenhower. Not long ago Speaker 
Martin visited St. Joseph to speak in the Con- 
gressman’'s behalf. 

“Cole is a member of Ike's team,” said the 
Speaker. “Ike needs him.” 

How does it happen that a member of Ike's 
team can base his campaign for re-election, in 
its closing days, on an anti-United Nations plat- 
form? Mr. Cole is going around his district ad- 
vocating that “the United States should get out 
of the U.N., and the U.N. should get out of the 
United States.’ Thus he identifies himself with 
the extreme right-wing groups which use an at- 
tack on the U.N. as a cloak for isolationists and 
nationalism. 

Another spokesman for the ideas of the na- 
tionalist right wing is Gov. J. Bracken Lee of 
Utah, also a Republican. This great statesman 
refused to proclaim Oct. 24 as United Nations 
day, and instead designated Oct. 23 as “United 
States day.” He was promptly and decisively re- 
buked by the White House. Presidential Assist- 
ant Sherman Adains called his action “regret- 
table,” and made it clear that the Administration 
stands behind the U.N. as an effective organ 
for peace. 

If the White House can repudiate Gov. Lee's 
attack on the U.N., how can it support Repre- 
sentative Cole’s attack upon it? And if the Ad- 
ministration does not support Representative 
Cole on this ‘issue, how can he be regarded as a 
“member of the team”. whose re-eleetion is 
needed by President Eisenhower? 

The voters of the Sixth District are entitled 
to clarification on this point. 
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Last Is East, But— 

Since Washington would like to see Pakistan 
become one of the strong-points in a defense 
line south of the great Russian land mass, there 
naturally is concern over the political crisis in 
that country—a crisis so severe that it caused 
the Pakistani Prime Minister, Mohammed Ali, to 
cut short his visit to the’ United States and 
hurry back to Karachi. 

On getting back to Karachi, Ali‘ declared a 
State of emergency and named a new Cabinet 
which now apparently rules without restraint. 
He denounced the Assembly for failing to draw 
up a constitution—even though it has been domi- 
nated for seven years by his own Moslem League. 
The first threat to his ascendency and that of 
the League came when his opponents won a 
thumping victory in the elections in East 
Pakistan. 

There is a grave risk of misunderstanding if 
all this is interpreted in the familiar terms of 
the Western nation state. Pakistan has a rela- 
tively small group of administrators, British- 
trained, who can think in those terms. But for 
the great majority of its people, it is a religious 
community, an Islamic commurity in’ which 
such Western concepts as constitutions have no 
juridicial standing. To Moslems, the only law 
is the Koran. 

The “young Turks” of Pakistan have been 
protesting the interpretations of the orthodox 
furists in the attempts to set up modern states. 
But in the seven years of Karachi, the orthodox 
jurists have had their way. Pakistan still does 
not have a constitution. The government is 
still provisional. | 

The aid for which All negotiated in Wash- 
ington may remove some of the economic 
causes of Pakistan's unrest. But our relations 
with Karachi should recognize a mentality very

different from that of the West—yet one which 
has a common cause with us in defense against 
the threat which faces it across the roof of 
the world, 
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Judge Youngdahl Stands Firm 

Federal Judge Luther W. Youngdah! has acted 
in the best traditions of.a free and independent 
judiciary in his reply to United States Attorney 
Rover at Washington. Mr. Rover asked for a 
different Judge in the Owen Lattimore perjury 
case because of what he’ called Judge Young- 
dahl’s “extra-judicial statements” when he 
threw out the two main charges against the 
Johns Hopkins professor on the grounds that 
they were “too indefinite.” These ‘‘statements,” 
so Mr. Rover said, showed that Judge Young- 
dahl has “a fixed personal bias and prejudice” 
in favor of Mr. Lattimore who is accused 
vaguely. of “sympathizing” with Communists 
and promoting “their interests.” 

This was an amazing charge to make against 
a Republican who advanced through the courts 
of Minnesota until he was an eminent Judge of 
the Minnesota Supreme Court. Indeed the Re- 
publicans of Minnesota drafted him from their 
Supreme Court to elect him Governor of their 
state. Judge Youngdahl said that the Depart- 
ment of Justice’s affidavit against the court was 
“so patently and grossly insufficient that I can- 
not escape from the conclusion that the purpose 
is to discredit, in the public mind, the final 
action of our courts, or to intimidate the courts 
themselves.” 

Since Judge Youngdahl will continue handling 
the case, Messrs. Brownell and Rover can‘now be 
expected to lodge the charge of “prejudice” 
against the Judges of the Court of Appeals who 
agreed with Judge Youngdahl that the charges 
were not specific enough. It will be very 
interesting to see whether Brownell and Rover 
do so—or whether they retire from a sorry busi- 
ness which is enough in itself to raise serious 
questions about the present administration of the 
Department of Justice. 
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Polio and Three Doctors 

The 1954 Nobel prize in medicine has been 
awarded’ to three Americans for their work in 
the continuing fight against infantile paralysis. 
They are Dr. John F. Enders and Dr. Thomas H. 
Weller of Harvard and Dr. Frederick C. Rob- 
bins, now of Western Reserve Medical School at 
Cleveland. 

Had it not been for a discovery they made 
while working together about five years ago, the 
polio vaccine program that was carried out 
throughout the country last spring could not 
even have been attempted. They developed a 
method of growing three known strains of polio 
virus; and there can be no vaccination against 
a disease until the virus can be grown. 

Reports of the effectiveness of last spring's 
mass vaccination of youngsters are still under 
study. There are indications, however, that it 
was more than worth while. For one thing, polio 
cases are said to be runnjng perhaps 40 per 
cent below the five-year average in the 217 
areas where about 440,000 children were vac- 
cinated. Moreover, plans are being made to in- 
oculate 18,000,000 persons next spring. 

Polio has not been conquered, but the pros- 
pect is that it will be. And for that happy thought 
parents:can give thanks to Drs. Enders, Weller 
and Robbins, who made the opening for the start 
of a full-scale attack on this crippler of little 
children. 
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Sympathy and Sunshine 

Ever since adopting its model anti-smoke ordi- 
nance in 1940, St. Louis has been a little smug 
about smog. Nearly 400 other cities have sough€ 
our advice and we have been free with it, too. 
But the smogginess of Los Angeles is, let us ad- 
mit, a special puzzle. 

Here is a city in the heart of what its glamour 
merchants call sunkissed southern California, 
worrying by the year about smoke, fog and 
smog. The worry grew with the wartime indus- 
trial boom and increase of postwar traffic. Los 
Angeles county adopted an air pollution ordi- 
nance aimed principally at controlling smoke 
from factories, refineries, railroads ang dumps, 
and industry has spent millions to cut down 
smoke. : 

Yet there it is again. For some 18 days smog 
enveloped the Los Angeles area, which is a lot 
of area. Six thousand residents have organized 
for a “little people’s” crusade. They demand a 
grand jury investigation of enforcement of the 
smoke laws. Officials disagree about who or 
what is responsible. Even Gov. Goodwin J. 
Knight has been brought into the dispute in the 
midst of a political campaign. 

St. Louis might. tell Los Angeles that a good 


_anti-pollution law strictly enforced has saved 


millions of dollars and protected health here. 
But the St. Louis smoke law is not exactly a spe- 
cific for coughing Californians. 

The St. Louis problem was coal smoke and 
that has been largely corrected on this side of 
the river. But much of the Los Angeles smoke 
derives from oil—oil in refineries, oil in fur- 
naces, oil in diesel engines and locomotives and 
waste dumps and—so authorities say—gasoline 
in thousands of speeding automobiles. Add to 
that high humidity and fog and subtract the 
wind, and Los Angeles has smog, unkissed by 
any sun. 

Surely Los Angeles will check up on enforce- 
ment of its present smoke laws. Maybe it can 
conduct research on traffic fumes, though there 
is not much a city can do right now about auto 
exhausts. There is nothing it can do about fog. 
The Los Angeles smog problem seems not 
only big but peculiar, perhaps fitting to the city. 
About all St. Louis can do is to sympathize, 
if not advise. We hope their sunshine comes back.

Reds Go Easv on Hanoi— at First 

News from Hanol, Indochina, where the de- 
feated French troops recently walked out as the 
victorious Vietminh walked in, is that the Com- 
munist regime has established itself with polite- 
ness, orderliness and moderation. Corruption 
and vice have been supplanted by law and order. 
Most civil servants still have their jobs. The ad- 
ministrative system is little changed. The popu- 
lace complains only of declining business. 

But local newspaper men have been ordered to 
write nothing that would interfere with reatiza- 
tion of the “unity, independence and democracy” 
of Viet Nam. And small groups of persons are 
being assembled here and there to hear lectures, 
sing Vietminh songs and learn Communist slo- 
gans. It may well be that the harsher aspects of 
Communism will not appear until after the na- 
tional elections which in 1956 will determine 
whether Communists or non-Communists will 
rule a unified Viet Nam, 

But the portents of evil days to come can be 
seen in the censorship of the press and in the 
preliminary indoctrination of the populace. The 
Bamboo Curtain eventually will descend on 
Hanoi as it has on Shanghai and Peiping.

The remarkable but reckless valor 
of the extreme right wing of the Re- 
publican party continues to be one of 
the marvels of the American politi- 
cal scene. The drive of some Repub- 
licans to defeat Clifford Case, the 
Republican party’s primary nominee 
for Senator in New Jersey, is only 
the clearest current example. 


This willingness to work against 
their party distinguishes. these people 
from conservative Republicans such as 
Senator Taft and Speaker Martin, who 
chose to co-operate with the Eisenhow- 
er Administration. They are a minority 
within the _ right 
wing of the Repub- 
lican party. 

If the political 
statisticians are 
right, less than half 
the voters still 
claim allegiance to 
the Republican par- 
ty. So this: group 
really constitutes a 
minority of one 
wing of a minority. 

Yet, when ques- 
tioned as to reasons for their position, 
they often reply, “Defeating left-wing- 
ers will prove that the party must re- 
turn to a sound conservative position. 


That is the only way we can bring . 


out the stay-at-home Republican vote 
and reclaim’ the nation.” This view 
does more credit to their courage than 
to their knowledge or logic. 


Some of these people are actuated by 
the highest motives. They are desper- 
ately troubled about Communism, and 
often have been led to believe Presi- 
dent Eisenhower is a socialist and sup- 
port of the United Nations is treason. 

But aligned with them are politicians 
who see a cynical advantage in leading 
such a group. They have no hesitancy 
in making false charges, as has been 
repeatedly done concerning Mr. Case's 
voting record. 

Very often such “die-hards” will join 
on special issues with other groups in 
both parties—and temporarily have an 


influence on,events. But how they ever 
expect to capture the Republican party, 
to say nothing of the nation, is hard to 
understand. For the record is over- 
whelmingly against them. The great 
successes of the Republican party in 
recent years have come where it has 
put up progressive candidates. 


The record of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration should hold a lesson for the 
“die-hards’"—and for those influenced 
by them. Time after time the Adminis- 
tration has tried to satisfy extreme 
right-wing views—and been led into 
mistakes or compelled by public opinion 
to reverse itself. 

Very early was the plan to repudiate 
Yalta. It had to be abandoned in the 
face of facts and Senate votes. Then 
there was the effort. to “go along” with 
Senator McCarthy. It gravely damaged 
the Foreign Service, produced increasing 
dissension and the row with the Army, 
to say nothing of current embarrass- 
ments. The same reckless group pro- 
moted -the ‘‘massive retaliation” fiasco 
and the bluff in Indochina. 


In the field of domestic legislation 
right wingers in Congress tried to sabo- 
tage many parts of the Eisenhower pro- 
gram but lacked the votes. 

On housing, on revision of the Taft- 
Hartley Act, and on other measures 
they were beaten although having the 
help of some Democrats. On farm 
price supports and social security (both 
sogialistic in the right-wingers’ lexicon) 
they found no comfort in either party. 

There is always something admirable 
about the man who sticks to his con- 
victions in the face of great od@s. But 
is it conviction or something else which 
prompts a right-wing Republican to vote 
for Democratic left-wingers in order to 
punish Republican moderates? 

Some right-wing Democrats can keep 
their convictions and yet vote Republi- 
can. But what future is there for ex- 
treme right-wing Republicans? Will they 
continue like Don Quixote to tilt at 
windmills, or will they recognize that 
moderate Republicanism is their best 
political hope? |

Between Book Ends 


The House of Mirrors 


THE IRON MAIDEN by Edwin Lanham. (Harcourt, 

Brace and Co., 376 pgs., $3.50.) 

A book with a newspaper background 
that is recognizable to people who work 
for newspapers is always something .to 
cheer about. Such is “The Iron Maid- 
en,” a novel about the men and women 
on a New York paper, their private 
woes and weaknesses, but most of all, 
their work. Newspaper people will 
read it and attempt to identify the 
characters but anyone might read it for 
a closer insight into its world and for 
its well drawn characterizations of hu- 
man beings not peculiar to city rooms 
alone. 

Since the newspaper world is a 
man’s world, most of the characters are 
men. There is the city editor, Roy 
Durkin, a bantam gamecock of a man, 
perfectionist, slave driver, misogynist, 
a man who has forsaken religion and 
family for his true love, his job. There 
is Mark Fielding, rewrite man who 
wrote a book once, and ultimately re- 
covered. from alcoholism, ulcers and 
middle age love. There is Stan Chap- 
man, glossy Washingtoh bureau chief, 
a trial balloon man who “sends up bal- 
loons to see which way the wind is 
blowing.” Johnny Vincent, the shy 
one who brings out the maternal in 
women and has his private hell of in- 
hibitions. Andrew Morton, the young 


publisher, who lives in the shadow of . 


his grandfather’s portrait. 

Then there is a woman. Rather two 
women, but the one, Sally Marshall, is 
a good kid, used only to contrast with 
Carolyn Brown, the Iron Maiden. Caro- 
lyn is the girl who knows where she’s 
going, the cold self centered woman 
who gives her home town husband a 
rough time. bemuses Johnny Vincent, 
undoes Mark Fieldings, undermines Roy 
Durkin, and marries the publisher. You 
are left with the implication that even- 
tually she will destroy the newspaper 
itself, replace objectivity with partiality, 
good men with puppets. 

The author knows his newspapers and 
has some trenchant things to say about 
them. For example, their similarity to 
the Coney Island House of Mirrors, “a 
house of calculated distortion,” where 
one mirror shows you as a fat body and 
stubby legs, another an India rubber 
man, another a grotesque composite. He 
knows his newspapers and his news- 
paner men. 

Concerning his women, he {s on less 
sure ground. Carolyn, well rounded 
physically (the “girl with the built-in 
wiggle.” he calls her) is less rounded 
as a character, an enigma never quite 
explained. At times she seems less like 
a woman, more like woman, man’s natu- 
ral enemy and ultimate destroyer, pos- 
sessor of the weapons that can shatter 


‘his ego. 


Newspaper men may say of course, 
they recognize the type, the woman who 
uses sex to attain her aims. just as So- 
and-so and So-an-so did. But Carolyn 
was top notch at her job (as were So- 
and-so and So-and-so for that matter) 
and cannot be dismissed that easily. 

Speaking as a woman, I found Caro- 
lyn slightly unreal, not a person you 
could put your finger on. But some 
of those newspaper men—ah, that’s a 
different story. CLARISSA START. 


Physiology the Easy Way 
THE WORLD THROUGH YOUR SENSES, by Sarah 

Riedman. (Abelard-Schuman, 208 pgs., $3.) 

Simply written for teen-agers, this 
book begins with the five classic senses 
——seeing, hearing, feeling, tasting and 
smelliing—and then launches into the 
development of the nervous system and 
the brain. There is a chapter on the 
physiology of taste and smell and one 
on the skin as a multiple sense organ. 
Other parts of the body are taken up 
and a final chapter emphasizes the con- 
scious application of the information 
gained through the senses in reagan se 
the world. Throughout the book, whic 
is well illustrated, animals and human 
beings are compared. The author, who 


was a Brooklyn College biology profes 


sor and has been a director of a chil- 
dren's camp for 16 years, has the knack 
of writing informatively and yet in a 
manner that should hold a juvenile’s 
attention.

Fires Burning on the Hillsides

WASHINGTON. 


RESIDENT EISENHOWER'’S participation in the congres- 
sional campaign has been matched by that of his unsuccessful 
rival of 1952, both as to scope and intensity. Each, as well, 


has a similar stake looking to 1956. 


Adlai Stevenson is following 
the President by winding up his 
campaigning in New York and 
New Jersey after a rigorous 
schedule in the 
Far West, along 
the Pacific 
Coast, and back 
in his own Mid- 
dle West. 

As well as 
doing a chore 
for his party, 
Stevenson also 
has been keep- 
ing the fires 
bright on many 
hillsides in. a 
personal chore 
for himself, which {s to win re- 
nomination in 1956 as his party’s 
presidential candidate. He not 
only has kept himself before the 
public while outlining the issues 
of the campaign as he sees 
them, but has been brushing up 
his contacts with local political 
leaders who will have much to 
say in the national convention 
less than two years from now. 


Stevenson 


Stevenson’s Two Hurdles. 


At the same time, he and his 
close circle of advisers have 
been pondering a problem which 
lies immediately ahead. That 
relates to the sort of role he 
should, or can, play in the 
months before the 1956 conven- 
tion in the face of two obvious 
handicaps. 

1. He does not occupy public 
office and therefore lacks the 
forum which public office offers, 
an advantage enjoyed by a num- 
ber of Senators and Governors 
who may be regarded as aspir- 
ants also for the nomination. 

2. Political interest naturally 
will be concentrated on Con- 
gress, as is usual between elec- 
tions. The leadership of the 
party there will be making the 
issues and writing the record. 
This includes the presidential 
hopefuls who have at their com- 
mand all the facilities of pub- 
licity which Congress and their 
positions afford. 

The problem revolving about 
Congress exists whether Demo- 
crats win control in the coming 
election or not, so far as Adlai 
Stevenson is concerned. But it 
will be more difficult and deli- 
cate, bgth for him and the party, 
if the Democrats control Cor- 
gress. 


A Party on the Spot. 


The party then would be re- 
sponsible and on the spot It 
must conduct itself in a divided 
government in such a manner 


that it cannot be charged with 
obstructing the President, who 
is a Republican, and a President 
who is still extremely popular. 

How much of a part will 
Adiai Stevenson play in de- 
cisions as to the party’s course 
for the next two years or, put 
another way, how much of a 
part will he be. able or per- 
mitted to play? That will be 
indeed, a test of his leadership. 

The party in’ Congress, it 
should be stressed, is dominated 
by its Southern wing. If ‘the 
party should win control at next 
week’s * election, Southerners 


will occupy key offices, such as 
Speaker of the House and Ma- 
jority Leader of the Senate — 
Texans are in line for both 
places — as well as the bulk of 
committee chairmanships. 

The Southern wing, as is 
known, is cool to the more lib- 
eral wing of the party with 
which Adlai Stevenson is iden- 
tified, when not actually hos- 
tile. The 1952 candidate has the 
same problem that the Eastern, 
moderately progressive wing of 
the Republican party always had 
between elections when the Mid- 
dle West conservative wing was 
dominant in Congress. 


Broad National View. 


That was personalized for a 
long time in Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey of New York, the out- 
sider, and the late Senator Rob- 
ert A. Taft of Ohio and his fol- 
lowing in Congress. Gov. Dewey, 
however, always had the benefit 
of a forum of his own as chief 
executive of New York during 
all those years. 

Dewey and the Eastern win 
did all right at convention al- 
ways. Similarly, Adlai Steven- 
son Will find a more agreeable 
atmosphere in such assemblages 
representing the whole country, 
for there the Southern influence 
is a minority one, even if noisy. 
But, before the national conven- 
tion comes, comes Congress for 
two years. 

Adlai. Stevenson’s awareness 
of his peculiar problem has been 
manifest in overtures to the 
South by both him and _ his 
friend, Democratic National 
Chairman Stephen A. Mitchell, 
since the 1952 election. Their 
conciliatory gestures seem to 
have been fruitful. 


In Less Than Two Years. 


As of now, the 1952 candidate 
is regarded as the odds-on fa- 
vorite for the 1956 nomination 
among party leaders across the 
nation. It is Stevenson against 
the field. His position in the 
South appears favorable if ad- 
vices received by this reporter 
are correct that Senator Richard 
B. Russell of Georgia, who had 
the support of most Southern 
delegations at the start of the 
1952 convention, now regards 
the Stevenson renomination as 
the wisest course for the party. 

For a time. Senator Stuart 
Symington of Missouri had been 
regarded as the possible legatee 
of the Russell support. Senator 
Lyndon Johnson of Texas, Sen- 
ate Democratic leader, would 
like to become the South’s fa- 
vorite son. 


Perhaps the principal handi- 
cap of another aspirant for the 
nomination, Senator Estes Ke- 
fauver of Tennessee, was the 
lack of real support from the 
South. He is in the running 
again. 

Though the convention is still 
many months off, you can be 
sure. that 1956 presidential 
nomination politics will begin to 
buzz among the Democrats as 
soon as the congressional elec- 
tions are decided and over next 
week, and with more than the 
usual zest, too, if Democrats win 
control of Congress. 


METEOROLOGIST JOINS 
ST. LOUIS U. FAGULTY 


The Rev. Ernest Gherzi 
Headed Observatory at 
Shanghai for 30 Years. 


The Rev. Ernest Gherzi S.J., 
a noted meteorologist with long 
service in China, has poined the 


staff of St. Louis University as 
professor of geophysics, it was 
announced today. 

Father Gherzi, a native of 
Italy, arrived in St. Louis last 
week from Macao, a Portuguese 
colony in China where he set 
up a weather and geophysical 
station at the invitation of the 
colony’s governor. 

As a member of the St. Louis 
University faculty, Father Gherzi 
will discuss and conduct re- 
‘search on an investigation of 
the behavior of storm tracks 
over an extended period, his 
specialty as a meteorologist. 

Father Gherzi was in Chirfa 
for 32 years, during 30 of which 
he was in charge of the Jesuit 
observatory at Shanghai. During 
that time, he said in an inter- 
view today, he forecast and 
tracked about 1000 typhoons, 
using since 1932 the radar tech- 
nique of checking motion of air 
masses, 

The tall, erect professor, 68 
years old, said he was attending 
a conference in Manila, Philip- 
-pine Islands, when the Commus 
nists gained control of China, 
seizing all his equipment and de- 
stroying his papers. The ob- 
servatory was the largest and 
most completely equipped one 
of the Society of Jesus when the 
Communists seized it, he said. 

Father Gherzi said there is no 
organized underground move- 
ment in China today. The people 
-are being conquered by loud- 
speakers which constantly blare 
propaganda, he said. He sees 
no immediate hope for a free 
China, he added.

LAST HOPE OF MAN 


It Must Be Related to Many 
Philosophies, Yale 
Professor Says.

| Mankind’s last, desperate hope 
for peace depends on whether 
the rule of positive law, mean- 
ing a legal system recognized by 
authority, can be extended from 
individual nations to the world 
as a whole. 

That was the conclusion ex- 
pressed at Washington Univer- 
sity’s conference on science and 
human responsibility last night 
by F. S. C. Northrop, Sterling 
professor of philosophy and law, 
Yale University. 


Northrop and Sir Sarvepalli 
Radhakrishnan, vice president of 
India, represented western and 
eastern viewpoints in addresses 
at Graham Memorial Chapel. 

Science, philosophy and reli- 
gion do not fully meet the needs 
of men, the Yale educator de- 
clared, unless the visions and 
deep ideas experienced by per- 
sons of genius pass over into the 
sphere of everyday human re- 
lations. 

Highest Insights. 


“The great merit of positive 
law,” Northrop said, “is that it 
provides the highest insights of 
the sages and the scientists with 
operational definitions. It brings 
the divine and the good down 
to the resolution of the concrete 
daily problems and disputes in 
the realm of the secular. 


“Thereby, over the centuries, 
mankind has become civilized by 
shifting the inevitable conflicts 
and disputes between men from 
the rule of tooth and claw, or 
the dagger, to the rule of posi- 
tive law.” 


Northrop, 60 years old, en- 
visioned the possibility that a 
workable system of positive 
world law can be built up by 
skillfully relating it to the “‘liv- 
ing laws,” or customs, of the 
world’s many peoples and to the 
values of the world’s deepest 
philosophies and religions. 


The task: of fashioning such 
an international code, Northrop 
said, belongs to jurisprudence, 
the science of law. He sug- 
gested that, for this reason, 
mankind’s hopes now depend 
more on jurisprudence than on 
any other science. 

Cites India’s Record. 

Radhakrishnan cited India’s 
record for tolerance of alien 
religions. He’ warned the West 
that the world cannot be brought 
together under one spi~itual roof 
by religions that are ‘“authori- 
tarian, dogmatic, exclusive, and 
monopolistic.” 

“Are we giving to this world 
a cultural coherence and a spir- 
itual unity,” he asked, “or are 
we telling people that unless 
you walk this particular road, 
you have no hope for salvation?” 

Radhakrishnan suggested that 
one reason for Communism’s 
success in spreading its doctrine 
is the tendency of some anti- 
Communists to take a narrow, 
orthodox attitude, acquiescing in 
life’s injustices rather than try- 
ing to change things for the 
better. 


India has nurtured many re- 
ligions, the speaker said, and a 
characteristic of Indian thought 
is that the man who conquers 
his own self “is greater than 
the man who conquers cities and 
worlds.” 

Merle Fainsod, professor of 
government, Harvard University, 
and Hu Shih, former Chinese

REPORTS ON CURES 


Dr. Margaret Hall Powers 
Tells of Methods Used in 
Chicago Schools. 


Substantial success in the cor- 


cago public school system was 
reported here today by Dr. Mar- 
garet Hall Powers, president of 
the American Speech and Hear- 
ing Association. 

Dr. Powers, director of the di- 
vision of speech correction in 
Chicago schools, said in an in- 
terview the incidence of stutter- 
ers tends to be .7 per cent of 
the school population. 

About 5 per cent of the chil- 
dren in the city’s schools, she 
said, suffer from speech and 
voice disorders including stut- 
tering. Of that total, about 80 
per cent have trouble with func- 


tional articulation, difficulties in 
producing sounds. 


Very ‘young children who stut- 
ter generally receive guidance 
through parents and classroom 
teachers, Dr. Powers reported, 
while those old enough to be 
aware of their difficulty get 
special instruction in small 
groups, 

Stuttering is one of many sub- 
jects under discussion at the 
thirtieth annual convention of 
the American Speech and Hear- 
ing Association, which began 
yesterday at Hotel Jefferson and 
will continue through tomorrow. 
More than 1000 persons are at- 
tending. 


In her presidential address 
last night, Dr. Powers called for 
closer co-ordination between 
members engaged in research 
and those actively engaged in 
treating speech and hearing de- 
fects. 


Dr. Powers observed that, as 
is the case with many profes- 
sions, research often concerns 
matters not of great clinical im- 
portance while therapists, work- 
ing with individuals, lose sight 
of the scientific aspect. 


In the clinic, she observed, 
therapists “very often fail to face 
the fact that much of what we 
are doing is rule of thumb, and 
has not been verified scien- 
tifically.”

. At TV Cabinet Session 


__ Continued From Page One. 


“Mrs. ‘Hobby, it was a tough prob- 
lem, and it was the last problem 
to be solved, and you can see 
from the way it was solved how 
hard it was to get it solved. 


«In the first place, it was really 
only a problem directly between 
France and Germany. It didn’t 
really concern the rest of us but 
the French had taken the posi- 
tion that they wouldn’t sign any 
of these other agreements until 
the Saar problem was solved, 
and it dragged on and on. 


We got within about twenty- 
four hours of the date when all 
these things were supposed to 
be signed up, and there wasn't 
any agreement. 


Then on Friday night. Chan- 

cellor Adenauer and Mr. Men- 
des-France went into a session, 
and they started at 10 o'clock 
Friday evening and they sat to- 
gether until 3 o’clock in the 
morning. Then they broke up 
at 3 o'clock in the morning still 
turning some of their work over 
to these famous hard-working 
experts. They took a few hours 
of repose. They went back again 
into session the first thing Sat- 
urday morning and they were 
still in session, and when we 
gathered at the Quai d’Orsay 
for the first signing of these 
things early in the afternoon at 
3 o'clock we didn’t know at that 
time whether they had come to 
an agreement or not, or whether 
this all wouldn't blow up. 
- And you can imagine that we 
‘were a bit nervous as we stood 
‘around there at the Quai d’Or- 
say with our pens in our hands 
but not knowing whether there | 
“was going to be anything to sign | 
‘or not. 


Agreement Reached. 


The agreement was reached | 
‘through this intensive effort by | 
‘these two leaders, and it is an- | 
‘other example of how they | 
‘showed statesmanship to put | 
things first and to do away with 
this age-old problem. 

So that now we have both the | 
;Saar and Trieste as two prob- |

This Paris agreement, will 
it have to be ratified by the 
parliaments of the nations in- 
volved? 

DULLES: Yes, it will have to 
be, and that gives a chance for 
the pessimists—I am not includ- 
ing you, Mr. Attorney General— 

BROWNELL: Not by any 


| means, 


DULLES: But it gives a 
chance for the pessimists to say, 
“Well, we are just going to be 
back where we were two or 
three years ago and just going 
to go through the same delays 
and frustrations.” 


I don’t believe it’s going to 
happen that way this time be- 
cause I think what has happened 
has educated everybody to the 
tact that there is no alternative 
this time to this present plan, 
and furthermore we have thrown 
into the scales for positive ac- 
tion some elements that weren't 


‘there before. 


I refer particularly to this 
pledge by the United Kingdom 
which is of tremendous impor- 
tance, and also I’d say the Saar 
and Trieste are no longer there 
to be unsettling the whole situa- 
tion. 

Mr. Mendes-France, who, by 
the way, I hope will be coming 
here a little later on, said re- 
peatedly, “It’s up to France to 


'make good some of this time 
that has been lost.” And as you 


probably recall, already after the 
London conference, they sub- 
'mitted the basic principles of the 
‘London agreements both to the 


|parliamentary bodies of France 


and of Germany and they were 
‘approved by decisive majorities. 
‘And I think that those facts, 
coupled with the good will and 
the fellowship which existed 
,through those meetings and the 
absence of tension that now is 
present for the first time almost, 


ibetween Franee and Germany, | 


are a good augury and it indi-| 
cates that there is probably go- 


may wonder how the Soviet, Un- 
ion is taking this. 

SECRETARY BENSON: I 
would like to know, Secretary 
Dulles, how you feel the Soviet 
Union will react to the Paris 
agreement particularly. 

DULLES: Well, I would say 
that I feel confident that the 
Soviet Union will not like what 
is going on. Perhaps that is the 
understatement of the day. What 
the Communists want is a Eu- 
rope that is weak and divided 
and they are going to try to get 
that, but I don’t think they are 
going to succeed. 

This program we worked out, 
in fact, is going to protect Rus- 
sia as much as it protects any- 
body else against a possible re- 
surgence of German militarism. 
And there’s behind this program 
a sense of urgency and momen- 
tum so I don’t believe the So- 
viet Union will be able to break 
it up. 

When we have created, as I 
hope we will, a position of solid- 
ity and strength for Western 


Europe, then there may be a. 


new basis for discussion which | 
doesn’t exist at the present time. 
At least we can hope that then | 
there can be talks more satis- | 
factory than those that existed 
when the only object of the So- | 
viet Union is by trickery and de- | 
vice to try to break up Euro-| 
pean unity. 


SECRETARY HUMPHREY: 
Mr. President, may I ask a qués- 
tion? 

THE PRESIDENT: Yes. Sec- 
retary Humphrey. 


HUMPHREY: With respect to 
all these new agreements in Eu- 
rope, how much extra cost is it 
going to be for the United States 
on this plan? 

DULLES: Mr. Secretary of' 
the Treasury, it isn’t going to. 
cost us a nickel extra, and I am 
gure that’s a relief to you. This 
agreement that we arrived at 
here isn’t an agreement that we 
paid anybody or promised to 
pay anybody to make. This is 
an agreement which the Euro- 
pean nations made themselves, 
and that is the main feature of 
the whole arrangement, because 


the important thing was to dem- 
/onstrate whether the Europeans 


had the capacity and the will to 
arise to a great emergency like 


| that, and had the power of de- 


that this is an agreement which 
they made and we are not, 
either by pressure or by induce- 
ments or bribes, getting any- 
body to make this. And as a 
matter of fact, it is going to be 
cheaper for everybody if we can 
get this agreement through. 
Role of Good Partner. 


Now, Mr. President, you said 
many times that you wanted to 
see us play the part of a good 
partner. And of course partner- 
ship is a two-sided affair, and 
I think that what has happened 
during these last few weeks has 
demonstrated that there is a 
basis for a good partnership on 
both sides of the Atlantic ocean. 
And I want to say one other 
thing, Mr. President, that as we 
met there in these gatherings, 
there was a sense of your spirit 
being there.

Some Sentences From Fenelon | 
By Adele Starbird 
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HEN Elizdbeth Gray Vining was selected as tutor for 
the crown prince of Japan, she fortified herself for 
the task ‘by one sentence “short enough to be slipped 
through the mind in a few seconds.” This sentence she re- 
peated before every mo- 
ment of action and deci- 
sion; she found that it re- 
leased tension, restored 
her sense of proportion, 
and relieved anxiety. It 
was always, she says, a 
source of strength. 

The sentence had been 
written by a man who also 
was tutor to.a prince, the 
heir apparent to the throne 
of France, the son of the 
Dauphin and grandson of 
Louis XIV. The tutor was 
Fenelon, a subtle intellect, 
a great aristocrat, a born 
teacher, and later the 
Archbishop of Cambrai. 

Fenelon entered upon 
his duties at the French 
court in 1689, and Mrs. 
Cining began her tutorship 
at the Imperial Palace in 
Tokyo in 1946. Across two and a half centuries, from a 
foreign language, from a Catholic prelate, this Quaker 
woman received what she called her talisman sentence.

Both Fenelon and Mrs. Vining succeeded brilliantly in 
their task of educating a prince for the throne. The French 
prince, however, did not live to succeed Louis XIV, and the 


Japanese prince has yét to show his mettle as an emperor. 
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I HAVE BEEN RE-READING Fenelon, and marvel once 
more at his precise knowledge of the human heart. Like 
a surgeon, he lifts layer after layer of tissue with a sure 
hand, revealing all its miserable subterfuge and its aspira- 
tion. Here and there I. have selected short sentences which 
need no context. 

“And -we are astonished to discover, even in our virtues, 
vices of which we had not believed ourselves capable.” 

“The one thing truly ours is our will.” 

“All religion consists only in leaving self and the love 
of self, to reach toward God.” 

“The soul is so infected with self-love, that it is always 
soiling itself a little by the sight of. its goodness.” 

“The more perfect we are, the more we can get along 
with imperfection. The Pharisees could not bear the publi- 
cans and women sinners, whom Jesus Christ treated with 
gentleness and kindness.” 

“All that is still self is of the domain of purgatory.” 
(This recalls the statement from the Theologica Germanica: 
“Nothing burns in Hell but the Ego.”) on 
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FENELON HIMSELF had been influenced by a woman, 
Mme. Guyon, who in her turn had been formed by the 
Spanish mystics. Spain, France, the United States, Japan 
—the shuttle weaves a strange web of literature and religion. 

Mme. Guyon wrate to Fenelon at the time of his ap- 
pointment as tutor: “Act always without regard to self. 
The less you have of self, the more you will have of God.” 

Fenelon needed the advice she gave, and the advice he 
gave others. He knew the human heart because he had 
studied his own. 


Guiding the Hands

Y article on left-handedness some time ago evoked an 
M unusual number of letters from readers. Considering 

that probably many people who did not write me also 
have a false impression from it, another article to clarify 
the subject seems worth while. 

That article forcefully described the disadvantages of 
left-handedness. The other point made was that children 
need gentle guidance in the use of the right hand; other- 
wise they may use their left hands simply by chance with- 
out realizing its future disadvantages. 

I advised specifically against forcing a change in hand- 
edness. There is a very great difference between gentle 
guidance and using.force. In fact, I mentioned that use of 
force, either physical force or as tone of voice and lan- 
guage, might make the child rebel. This rebellion produces 
personality difficulties formerly attributed to changing 
handedness. ‘ 
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GENTLY GUIDING the child of a year and one-half 
and upward into using his right hand for drawing and eat- 
ing will not itself damage the personality. 

Children are not all alike. A few children will persist 
in using the left hand in spite of your guidance. In that 
case, you have done what you could during the first two to 
three years. If left-handedness continues despite your gen- 
tle guidance, then it should be permitted. 

The opinion of child psychologists and physicians is 
divided on the importance of left and right brain dominance 
in handedness. Apparently a few children have a primar- 
ily right-dominant brain which makes their left hand more 
useful for fine skilled motions such as in writing. Nothing 
can .be done about this. 

Just because a child initially picks up things with his 
left hand more than with his right does not mean he need 
be left-handed. That is when your parental job of encour- 
aging him to use his right hand is desirable and can be 
very helpful. This is especially true between the ages of 
1 and 2 years, 
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THE DOCTRINE that changing a child’s handedness 
will produce stuttering and other personality difficulties 
has frightened parents away from gently guiding the infant 
into using the right hand. It was this particular fear based 
On an overzealous interpretation of experts’ advice that I 
was trying to eombat in my previous article. 

The letter writers all mention that I was contradicting 
many authorities. They overlooked the fact that medical 
opinions change as experience increases. They also read 
into my article the suggestion that all left-handers should 
be changed into right-handers. That is, of course, errone- 
ous. 

But just because a child aimlessly uses his left hand 
more than his right before the age of 2 years does not 
necessarily mean he has to be left-handed. The parents can 
encourage right-handedness. Dspite this encouragement 
“and guidance, a few children will continue to develop as 
left-handers. Let them. 

Some children. who might have become left-handers 
without guidance will become normally right-handed. This 
is all to their advantage if they were guided into it and 
not forced or threatened,

They'll be Revived at Fiftieth Jubilee Ball of Stewards and Caterers

EMORIES of famous old St. 
M Louis restaurants and hotels 
will be revived when mem- 
bers of the St. Louis Stewards 
and Caterers Association gather 
at the Kingsway Hotel tomor- 
row for a jubilee ball in cele- 
bration of the. fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the association. Old- 
times will have stories to tell 
about Tony Faust’s, Speck’s, 
Schlesinger’s, the Southern and 
Planters and other eating places 
of distinction that flourished at 
the time of the World's Fair and 
even long before that. For it was 
not the fair that brought them 
fame, but rather, they added to 
the fame of the fair. 

The World's Fair showed the 
progress that St. Louis had made 
since the Louisiana Purchase 
and that was well. But there was 
another St. Louis that, while it 
did not despise progress, held 
fast to a way of life that had 
come into being through the 
years and had lingered on into 
the new century at favorite eat- 
ing places where hospitality and 
good fellowship were to be 
found. 

So it was that visitors to the 
fair carried away memories of 
these places perhaps lasting as 
those of the wonders of the big 
show itself. And St. Louisans, 
though they mourned the pass- 
ing of the fair, found consola- 
tion in the survival of the 
restaurants and hotels, Now 
most of these, too, have passed, 
but they are well remembered 
and there will be tributes to 
them when the. stewards and 
caterers and aging former pat- 
rons meet at the jubilee ball. 

T Faust’s, because that famous 

restaurant at Broadway and 
Elm street occupied a unique 
place during the years that it 
operated, through the “70s, ’80s 
and ’90s and on to its closing on 
June 30, 1916. 


In the earlier years Faust’s, 
although it always had an air 
of solidity and quality, was not 
as pretentious ag it later became. 
Anthony B. Faust, who had 
started it in 1871, made ex- 
tensive improvements in the late 
"80s and the new Faust’s Was 
dedicated in 1889 with a dinner 
attended by the city’s notables. 
With its roof garden and the 
oyster house fronting on Elm 
street, it then and thereafter had 
an impressiveness not dimmed 
by the Southern Hotel, occupy- 
ing three-fourths of the block 
and towering over it.

Faust’s was in competition 
with the Southern and the 
Planters, fronting Fourth street 


from Chestnut to Pine, both of 
which maintained spacious din- 
ing rooms. But Faust’s, because 
it had a quality of its own, at- 


tracted many of the hotel 
guests, especially at night. 
Across Broadway was the 
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TONY FAUST'S RESTAURANT, AS IT APPEARED IN THIS PICTURE TAKEN SOMETIME BEFORE 1899. 


Olympic Theater, which booked 
leading attractions and provided 
after-the show patronage for the 
restaurant. 


Substantial citizens, especially 
from the South Side, conferred 
their favor and their dignified 
patronage, meeting friends and 
business associates there. Fam- 
ous actors and other celebrities 
were to be seen there. The best 
of food and viands were served 
by German waiters at prices that 
were then considered high, but 
which by present’ standards 
would be low. 

Faust’s became an institution. 
Under the management of the 
Fausts, father and son, and 
even after it passed from family 
control, it prospered until, af- 
fected by the deterioration of 
the locality, marked by the clos- 
ing of the Southern in 1912 and 
the Olympic in 1916, it also 
closed its doors. The building 


and the Southern Hotel were 
razed in 1933. 
The Southern Hotel dining 


room, more spacious and sedate 
than Faust’s, was also famous 
for its dinners. The chef was 
reported to have seven “lieuten- 
ants,” each an artist in his 
specialized line, collaborating in 
the production of perfect meals. 
The chef's pride was in the 
variety that his menus offered. 
He was said to have ordered 
each day 25 kinds of meat and 
fish and shellfish, 10 to 15 kinds 
of game, 35 of vegetables and 
10 of fruit, not to mention yvari- 
ous specialties. It-was said, and 
believed, that the chef tasted 
every dish before each meal. 


Whether the meals at the 
Southern were as good or better 
than could be had at Faust’s 
was a question which called for 
expert appraisal and allowance 
for the preferences of patrons 
based on such fattors as atmos- 
phere and degree of conviviality. 


The Planters Hotel was not as 
large as the Southern but 
ranked with it in quality and in 
its dining room service, but it 
too succumbed to progress and 
a diminishing clientele, and was 
torn down, 

Longest to survive in the area 
was the Speck Confectionary at 
414 Market street, across from 
the old courthouse. Established 
in 1848, it served discriminating 
diners, mostly business and pro- 


fessional men, for 106 years and 
space for a parking lot. Speck’s 
had much of the character of 
was famous for the quality of 
its coffee. One of its founders 
had been a confectioner in Paris.

Way. Hotel Jefferson and Hotel 
KingsWay are the only ones that 
have survived, Lippe’s restau- 
rant became the headquarters of 
the organization. In 1913 the 
national convention was held at 
the Planters: The St. Louis as- 
sociation then had 58 members. 
At that convention there was 
discussion of the high cost of 
food. 

St. Louis was again the con- 
vention city in 1922. The prob- 
lems then were related to war- 
created changes and demands 
for flashier and faster service 
at the eating places whicl the 
stewards and caterers, by shift- 
ing gears, tried to meet. 

Women were first admitted to 
membership in the St. Louis 
association in 1928. 


The '30s brought more 
changes, geared to the scarcity 
of money, and adjustments were 
made to meet that situation by 
lowering prices. St. Louis was 
again host to the national con- 
vention in 1935, at the Statler. 

In 1948 St. Louis again enter- 
tained the national convention 


and Miss Ruth Haley of St. 
Louis was elected the first 
woman president, Other St. 


Louisans who have served as 
national presidents are Fred 
Klooz, Marion H. Manzer and 
Harry A. Pope. Cartaret Alsop 
is president of the St. Louis 
association.

Notes on Furniture Finishes. 


OU can reduce the pain of a 
Y burn by coating the area 

with butter but a modern 
medicated burn ointment is bet- 
ter. You can get from one place 
to another on a horse, but a car, 
train or plane is faster and more 
comfortable. You can light your 
home with kerosene lamps but 
electricity is better and cheaper. 
You can use crude oil for polish- 
ing your furniture but modern 
polishes and waxes are not only 
better but they smell better. 

Where this idea of using 
crude oil on furniture came 
from we don’t know but it 
sounds like one of those things 
that was probably good when 
there was nothing else around. 
Today, however, there are so 
many excellent polishes and 
waxes designed especially for 
furniture that it seems foolish 
to fuss around with the crude 
oil. 

For our money the best way 
to preserve the finish on a piece 
of furniture is through the ap- 
plication of several thin coats 
of wax buffed down until they 
are almost as hard as glass. A 
finish of this sort is so hard 
that it won't catch and hold dust 
and dust that does get on it 
can be removed simply by dust- 


ng. 

Much of the trouble people 
have with both wax and polish 
is that they apply them over a 
dirty surface. No sort of finish 
is going to work under these 
circumstances. Clean the piece 
thoroughly before you wax or 
polish and if you must use crude 
oil, use it for cleaning. Of 
course, kerosene is just as good 
for this purpose and for our 
money has a nicer odor.

Fear of Dentist

66 O you have any suggestions for distraught parents 
D getting a child to the dentist for necessary dental 
work without making a ‘psychological wreck’ out 
of him?” a mother asks. “We have a son 12% years of 
age who lives in mortal fear of the dentist, based on 
nothing we actually know of. At the age of 4 or 5, we 
attempted taking him with us on our dental appointments, 
but he invariably ran back home. At 6 or 8, we eventually 
got him to have his teeth cleaned, but always with ‘blood, 

sweat and tears.’ 

“Now that he realizes he has more than just cleaning 
to be done, he simply will have no part of the dentist, 
though he is friendly with him on an unprofessional basis.”

SHE CONTINUES: “A former dentist told me it 
would be too much damage to his personality to force 
the issue. Another told me he will ‘come around himself.’

YOU REALLY DO HAVE A PROBLEM on your 
hands. Both the dentists whom you quote are in a way 
right. We do not like to see a child forced to undergo 
dental care if he strongly resists. And it is true that 

most children do come around eventually to accepting 
necessary. dental treatment, 

However, your boy has waited as long as he can. You 
are going to have to get him to the dentist somehow. Thus 
a fairly firm attitude on your part now is necessary. 

It may be that if he should have one appointment 
with the dentist at which the boy is promised that nothing 
will happen to him— that might help. This appointment 
would be used simply for the dentist to show him the 
whole procedure, explain about the use of novocaine, etc. 
Then at a second session, the actual treatment could take 
place.

IF HE WILL NOT ACCEPT THIS, you may want to 
go as far as to have him hospitalized, with the use of ex- 
tensive anesthetic. Many dentists now resort to this when 
they feel that it is necessary, with child patients. 

Some strong motivation or really substantial reward 
might help, in either case, If he does go to the dentist's 
office, it might be better for him to go with his father 
alone.

William G. Stratton comes 
to town to dedicate the new $35,000 brick Tepee, social center for 


Collinsville’s young people. 
Everyone expects to be on 

hand, the business men and civic 

leaders who gave their money 


and time, the contractors who 
contributed labor and engineer- 
ing know-how, the mothers and 
fathers who indorse supervised 
recreation for their children, 
school authorities and, of course, 
the teen-agers themselves who 


have played a big part in the 


community enterprise. 

They were the ones who 
sparked it five years ago by ask- 
ing the mayor for a recreation 
center in the city hall. And 
they have continued, to support 
it with dues of $2 a year, ticket 
sales to their annual May dance 
and proceeds from odd jobs per- 
formed on their semi-annual 
“Tepee Toilers’ days.” Excused 
from school Thursday and Friday 
because of a teachers’ meeting, 
they washed windows for a dime, 
washed cars for a dollar, shov- 
eled five tons of coal for $6. At 
the end of two days, they had 
collected sore muscles and ach- 
ing: backs and $250 for their 
building fund. 

But the adults in this com- 
munity of 12,000 population have 
supported them all the way. 
Five years ago, they took over 
the teen-agers’ request for a 
recreation center and helped 
rent an empty theater building 
on Main street, raising $6000 ‘to 
refurbish it. When the building 
was sold recently, they helped 
the young people make plans for 
a place of their own and the 
new Tepee, located at the cor- 
ner of Main and Combs streets, 
is the fulfillment of a dream 
and of a community enterprise. 

Tepee’s membership rolls 
show the enthusiasm among the 
young people themselves. Of 
1000 eligible boys and girls in 
the Collinsville area—they must 
be. out of the eighth grade and 
between 13 and 19—more than 
700 are dues-paying members, 
and a Friday or Saturday night 
at the center may attract as 
many as 500, or half the entire 
teen population. | 

But they do more than -just 
go to be entertained. By means 
of various enterprises, the young 
people raised a substantial part 
of the money needed to buy the 
lot and start the building. Now, 
with dues and guest fees expect- 
ed to take care of the operating 
expenses, proceeds from subse- 
quent “Tepee Toilers’ days, 
and other money-raising projects 
will go toward retirement of a 
loan which supplemented the 
funds raised by the young people 
and contributed by adults. 

“We want to work hard,” said 
Gant Redmon Jr., president of 
the Tepee yéuth council, “to 
show the adults that we are sin- 
cere about this and that we can 
really get out and work. We'll 
rake lawns, scrub basements, 
carry coal, clean windows, do 
anything to prove it. . 

“This is an organization of our 
own, kept up by us, and it’s our 
responsibility. I don’t believe 
anyone could get any better fel- 
lowship or training anywhere 
else. .This is a monument to

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people participating in Tepee 
activities in the past five years, 
only two have been expelled. 
Both cases involved drinking, 
absolutely taboo for Tepee mem- 
bers. Other “house rules” pro- 
vide that only members and 
guests sponsored by members 
shall be admitted; that members 
and guests maintain Tepee facil- 
ities to the best of their ability 
and must return or replace dam- 
aged or lost equipment; must 
abstain from smoking in or 
around the Tepee; must co-oper- 
ate with youth officers and 
council members in maintaining 
proper decorum at all times 
and must refrain from loitering 
in front of or in the neighbor- 
hood of the Tepee. 


Both the adult and youth 
councils frown on suspensions, 
on the theory that a suspended 
member would only be turned 
loose to seek recreation else- 
where, and it is better to keep 
him in the supervised center if 
at all possible. 


“But,” said Kitchen, “we don’t 
consider ourselves policemen. 
By giving them additional re- 
sponsibilities, we find they take 
a wholesome interest and a 
pride in the project.” 


When a few of the girls, early 
in Tepee’s history, arrived at 
dances in blue jeans, the young 
people started their own psycho- 
logical campaign. Instead of is- 
suing a rule against it, they 
started talking in front of the 
offenders about how attractive 
the other girls looked in their 
pretty dresses, until soon the 
blue jeans disappeared and all 
the girls began to dress up for 
Tepee events.

The four- 
diamond bid could not fail to 
mislead and unduly encourage 
South. First, by going past the 
three-no-trump level, North was 
tacitly saying that he did not 
have to play for only nine tricks; 
second, it was doubly encourag- 
ing that he showed a new, high- 
er-ranking suit, since he obvi- 
ously could have rebid lub’ 
once more. 

South realized that his pam- 
ner had not shown a fit for 
either hearts or spades, but the 
sheer power of South’s honors 
figured to see him through. As 
a matter of fact, South gave 
North leeway by now jumping to 
only five no-trump, and every- 
thing would have come out all 
right if North had then exer- 
cised enough restraint to pass. 
When, instead, he elected to bid 
six clubs, and East promptly 
doubled, South bid six no-trump 
as a rescue. 

South played the hand per- 
fectly against the club opening 
by West, finessing against West 
in diamonds and getting East 
into an end-play that cost him 
a club trick, but the contract 
was simply too high, and went 
down one.
